The question of the teacher shortage is still an issue for debate at the national, 
state and local levelS Publicity during, the late summer and early fall reported shortages 
all across the nation while many Pennsylvania school districts had a difficult time filling 


key spots. 


While no accurate figure of total vacancies is available, it is well known that enough 
teachers are trained each year. The question is what happens to them after they graduate 
from college. Statistics in the December 12 issue of the PSEA Reporter point out that 
nearly 12 thousand 1966 college graduates were prepared to teach but that only 55 per cent 
of them actually began teaching in Pennsylvania. About one-fourth went to other states 
to teach and the other fourth didn't even enter the profession. The Reporter points out 
that part of the reason for Pennsylvania's inability to retain teachers "is found in 


higher state mandated schedules and higher average beginning salaries in neighboring states."

but they are not all in the classrooms. 

The American school system is itself part of the reason for scarcity 
of able faculty, according to Batchelder. He cited the case of married 
women who are highly qualified to teach but who cannot works tui bime 
while their families are young. Adhering to the tradition of not employing 
highly trained educators for part-time teaching effectively bars these 
professionals from the classrooms, he said. 

Batchelder regretted the loss of able young teachers who leave 
education after only a few years because the economic isneeeealé of teaching 
are not sufficient, and charged the teaching profession itself with 


finding a way to get them back.

Engineering students again will be the highest paid at an average starting salary of 
$712 a month, compared to $676 a month in 1966. Other groups include accountants, $612 
a month; sales positions, $583; men with training in business administration, $572; and 
liberal arts graduates, $565. 


Endieott-said-the 200 companies in his survey plan to employ 104 percent more engi- 
neers with bachelor's degrees and 108 percent more engineers with master's degrees than 
were hired in 1966. He#aid there is also a sharp rise in demand for graduates in other 
fields. The companies hired 13,932 graduates with bachelor's degrees in 1966; they plan to 
hire 21,251 next June. In 1966 they hired 2,444 graduates with master's degrees and plan 
to hire 3, 741 with master's degrees in 1967. 


He-said 142 companies complained that they were handicapped in recruiting students 
with bachelor's degrees because ''too many students are being urged to go to graduate 
school.'' Eighty-six of the companies would urge colleges and universities to provide more 
adequate vocational counseling services to students because the companies found many grad- 
uates, have not jake what they want to do.
